Dear Editor 

I would like to reply to Rod Bishop’s 
letter in the September edition of the Bar 
Hill News. Two points he raised - the 
verges and the road signs - were dealt 
with at length in the July edition so I will 
not use space to go over that information 
again. 

The verges around the main 
roundabout are the responsibility of the 
County Council. 

The Barbers’ Shop is going to be 
replaced with an office which will be let 
to provide rental income for the village. 
The existing building has not been 


demolished because it was felt that it 
might attract unwelcome visitors who 
might be difficult to remove. The 
demolition will therefore take place just 
prior to the new building being started. 

The bus shelter is at the centre ofan 
insurance claim, and anyone who has 
had to submit one will know that this is 
not a quick process. The insurance 
company concerned has just contacted 
the Clerk denying any responsibility for 
the replacement of the shelter. This will 
be taken up with the Council’s insurers, 
but I foresee a lengthy wrangle and no 
quick decision. 

The main roundabout is not being 
sponsored by Pet Paks of Hardwick - 
at least not as far as the Parish Council 
is concerned. The signs were erected 
on behalf of the County Council against 
our expressed wishes, and we have 
asked for them to be removed. All 
enquiries to John Reynolds, your 
County Council representative please. 

All of these topics appear regularly 
in the Parish Council’s minutes which 
are pinned up in the window of the 
meeting room at the Village Hall. 
Copies are also available in the Library. 
Residents who read these regularly can 
see progress (or not) month by month, 
and share the frustration of Councillors 
that some things do not move faster. 
Members of the public are invited to all 
monthly meetings - these are at 7 pm 
on the third Thursday of the month, in 
the meeting room at the Village Hall. 
Come along and observe your local 
Council in action. 

Finally - any resident who is 
concerned about/interested in village 
matters is very welcome to join the 
Parish Council - we have a vacancy at 
the moment. Our Clerk has all the 
details.

Planning applications 

Would all residents of Bar Hill please 
be advised that South Cambs District 
Council have approved plans for a 
single storey extension to be built on the 
rear of a semi detached property in 
Partridge Drive. When completed the 
extension will increase the footprint of 
the property by almost 50% and utilise 
almost 40% of the rear garden. 

This without doubt sets a precedent 
for the scale of extension that can be 
built on the village, so if you have had 
an application refused you should now 
be able to appeal the District Council's 
decision quoting ref: S/0684/2003/F. 

However if you do follow this route, 
please consider your neighbours as 
current legislation gives objectors no 
equal right of appeal. 

Please also note that both the 
freeholds and leaseholds of Bar Hill 
properties are subject to a restrictive 
covenant, which requires the Parish 
Council's written approval prior to the 
commencement of any work. The 
Parish Council could have denied 
permission and prevented an extension 
of this magnitude from being built. 
Despite objecting to the plans, they 
have chosen not to enforce the covenant 
and by doing so, have given up their 
prerogative to determine which 
alterations and/or additions can be made 
to residential properties in the future.

JOTTINGS FROM YOUR 

COUNTY COUNCILLOR 
The long hot summer has had two 
big effects in the county. First, many of 
you may have noticed that the roads 
have suffered quite badly from the 


effects of the drought. As I have driven 
around the county in the last few weeks 
ithas become apparent that many areas 
are seriously affected and will need 
repairs. At present the maintenance 
engincers are assessing the impact and 
no doubt I will shortly be told the bill 
for the cost of repairing them, though I 
have to say that at present I am not sure 
where the money will come from. 

The other noticeable impact is that I 
have been literally inundated with 
complaints about overhanging trees and 
hedges so much so, that I thought it might 
be useful to set out what the rights and 
responsibilities are. Any greenery, tree, 
hedge or shrub that is adjacent to the 
highway is the responsibility of the 
owner. It is their duty to ensure that 
hedges etc. are kept cut back and do 
not cause an obstruction. Often owners 
may not be aware that there is a 
problem and an obvious example is if 
the back garden leads onto a road which 
the owners do not use frequently. In this 
case they may not be aware that their 
shrubbery is causing a problem. Often 
itisa minor problem, but the effects can 
be severe for example a bramble 
growing over a path at head height 
could be a danger to people walking 
past. Sometimes a hedge has become 
overgrown over a period of years and 
gradually starts to obstruct the footpath 
so that while the footway is normally 
wide enough for two people to walk 
side by side, the hedge means that it is 
now only wide enough for one person, 
or even less. If they then have to walk 
in the road to avoid the offending hedge, 
this is clearly potentially dangerous. 

So what do the county council do? 
In the first instance it is better if 
someone from the parish council can 
have a quiet word with the owner, 
asking them to cut their hedge back; if 
that doesn’t work then the highways 
engineers will write to the landowner. If 
the landowner still fails to comply, then 
we can get the offending hedge cut and 


will seek re-imbursement from the 
householder. Clearly this is not 
something the engineers like doing and 
has to be seen as a last resort. There 
are occasions when we don’t know 
who the landowner is and we have to 
take action, but it is not a route we like 
going down at the end of the day if the 
county council has to pay, that generally 
means that it is the council tax payer 
that has to foot the bill. 

So can I make a plea if you have a 
hedge or tree that is adjacent to any 
highway check it now and if it looks as 
though it may be causing an obstruction, 
get it cut back and with the new green 
bins appearing across the district (early 
November in Bar Hill), you won’t even 
need to take the cuttings to the HWRC!

If they say they 
are from somewhere official, like the 
Gas/electricity/water Company, or 
meter readers, ask to see their I.D. card. 
If they do not have an appointment (shut 
and lock your door on them) DO NOT 
LET THEM IN until you have 
telephoned to check that they are 
genuine. NEVER RING THE 
NUMBER ON THE I.D. CARD, 
always check the number with the 
telephone directory or your most recent 
bill. Ifthe caller is genuine they will be 
more than happy to wait while you do 
this.

The first team, who 
looked like relegation 
candidates at the half-way point of the 
season, ended in fifth place thanks toa 
spell which saw them win seven of their 
last eight games. 

The run included the most emphatic 
win of the season against Soham II, 
When Martin Cullum and Mark 
Thompson’s all-round skills set up a 10- 
wicket tiumph.

Dave Cullum’s late knock 
of 24 and 14-year-old Scott Stanford’s 
unbeaten 17 took them within 10 runs 
of Fen Ditton’s total with one wicket 
left when the overs ran out. 

It was back to winning ways for the 
last League game of the season. Mark 
Thompson turned up in a 118 running 
vest and Bar Hill certainly had Coton’s 
number, dismissing the visitors for 142. 
Dave Rush led the way, his 4-17 taking 
his total for the League season to an 
impressive 31. Three of his victims were 


clean bowled, proving that, despite a 
generous contribution of wides during 
the season, he still knows how to bowl 
a straight one. Phil Walmsley, Martin 
Cullum and Adam Dean each backed 
up their captain with two wickets, 

Walmsley was in bat at the end of 
Bar Hill’s innings as they reached 143- 
4 to claim a six-wicket win.

Peter Howard’s innings of 45 not out 
was the highlight of the game against 
Camden. The captain opened the 
innings and was stil] there at the end, 
having run out of partners with the score 
on 110. That was nowhere near enough 
to trouble the Camden total of 211-4, 
in which Miles Neale picked up 3-29. 


The game against Comberton was 
notable for Dave Fletcher reaching his 
unbeaten 50 off the final ball of the game 
and aquickfire 21 from Jacques Human, 
which included one towering six. 
Fletcher’s innings was his third half- 
century of the summer, but was unable 
to take his side to victory as they 
finished on 130-8 in reply to 
Comberton’s 168-7. Stuart Overall had 
the best bowling figures of the day with 
3-25 off seven overs. 

The season ended with the always 
enjoyable game with Beehive. The 
visitors racked up an imposing 226-8, 
with Dave Cullum taking 3-16 and Paul 
Stimpson 2-22. After early Bar Hill 
wickets fell, it was left to a partnership 
of 88 between Jacques Human (46) 
and Stimpson (37) to lift the home side 
to arespectable 167 all out.
